The coco de mer, a rare species of palm tree native to the 
Seychelles archipelago in the Indian Ocean, is the subject 

of various legends and lore. Coco de mer is endemic to the 
Seychelles islands of Praslin and Curieuse. Before the Seychelles 
were discovered and settled, nuts ofthis species were sometimes 
carried by the ocean currents to distant shores, such as those of 
the Maldives, where the tree was unknown. These floating nuts 
did not germinate. The exceptional size and suggestive form of 
the nut, the circumstances of its discovery, and some unusual 
qualities of the trees have given rise to several legends. For 
centuries it was a ,classic’ curiosity cabinet item that was a must 
for any collection.

Ammonites (Ammonoidea) are a distinct group of molluscs, the 
fossilised shells of extinct cephalopods. They were sea creatures 
whose shells were spiral-shaped. The uncoiled shell ofthis 
heteromorph ammonite indicates that it was a poor swimmer, 
drifting in the plankton, collecting small animals on long tentacles 
like modern jellyfish or moving slowly like a clam. Ammonites 
died out at the end of the Creataceous period, 65 million 
years ago, together with the dinosaurs. Thanks to the 
variety of their forms they remain avery popular 
collectors’ item. 


This is avery nice example of a 
heteromorph ammonite — fossilized 
through pressure, heat, depth and time, 
consisting of calcite, pyrite and silicic 
acid. Its colouration varies between 
flesh-coloured, pinkish and sand- 
coloured nuances.

Friedrich Wilhelm Heinrich Alexander von Humboldt (1769-1859) 
was a German polymath, geographer, naturalist, explorer anda 
proponent of Romantic philosophy and science. His quantitative 
work on botanical geography laid the foundation for the field of 
biogeography and for modern geomagnetic and meteorological 
monitoring. Humboldt was among the first to manifest a scientific 
concept of nature, a web of life, an ecosystem. 


umboldt was avery famous scientist in the 19th century. 

e classified hundreds of animal and plant species, and from 
1799 to 1804 he travelled through South America with the 

oyal authorisation of King Charles IV of Spain. His wide-ranging 
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interests prompted him to fill 4 OOO pages with painted images 
and precise descriptions of whatever he found interesting during 
this journey, including Mountains, rivers, lakes, astronomical 
phenomena, animals, plants and climatic zones of the South 
American continent. His scientific instruments, which filled forty 
wooden crates, allowed him to study everything that came his way 
during the five-year trip. His thoughts and studies were published 
in fifty books and seven hundred articles — а knowledge to be 
shared with everyone, almost like the modern tool of ‘Wikipedia’. 


Humboldt also noticed through his observations the danger 
of human-induced climate change. He studied the rapid fall of 
water levels due to the production of coffee, cacao and cotton. 
nthe clear cutting of trees, he recognized the three-fold 
moderating influence of woodlands on temperature, cooling 
shade, evaporation and radiation. He was not politically active, but 
in 1832 he warned of climate changes on earth due to mankind 
inthree ways: artificial irrigation, the clearing of trees and the 
elease of exhaust gases in industrial centres. His ideas were often 
prophetic, and today Humboldt would probably be considered a 
global climate activist.

Gogottes are rare, 30-million-year-old, naturally shaped 
sandstone concretions, found in an area near Fontainebleau, in 
northern France. Louis XIV of France was fascinated by them, and 
a great number of these wonders of nature were used to adorn 
the gardens at Versailles. 


Formed from quartz crystals, gogottes are held together by 
calcium carbonate. They were produced when superheated water 
extruded through crevices into a basin of extremely fine white 
silicate sand. The water was saturated with calcium carbonate 
(limestone). Over millions of years, the swirls and eddies of the 
water were captured in the gradually concreting stone, forming 
the most wonderful natural sculptures. 


The gogotte presented here is a very interesting example, 
having an overall beautiful shape and even surface colour. Most 
importantly it shows no break-point whatsoever. This means the 
stone was dislodged from the main structure and fell into the 
pond of water, where it remained another several million years.

The snowy owl (Bubo scandiacus), also known as the Polar owl, 
the White owl or the Arctic owl, is a large white owl and certainly 
one ofthe most unmistakable owls in the world. No other species 
attains their signature white colouring, stippled sparsely with 
black-brown areas, which renders their bright yellow eyes all the 
more detectable, nor possesses their extremely long feathering 
and copious white plumage. 


Throughout history, in mythology and across many cultures, 
people have regarded owls with fascination and awe. Owls 
have been both feared and venerated, despised and admired, 
considered wise and foolish, and associated with witchcraft and 
medicine, the weather, birth and death. 

During the eighteenth century the zoological aspects of owls 
were detailed through close observation, reducing the mystery 
surrounding these birds. With superstitions dying out in the 
twentieth century — in the West at least — the owl has returned 
to its position as a symbol of wisdom. In the prized novel Harry 
Potter and the Philosopher's Stone (1997), the wizard Harry is 
assigned a female snowy owl named Hedwig (a Scandinavian 
name meaning female warrior) as his animal companion. 


The snowy owl presented here was prepared by a Swiss 
taxidermist after its natural demise in a zoo.

About 200 000 years ago, a tremendous spectacle must have 
taken place in the sky above Twannberg and the adjacent Jura 
mountains, as large chunks of iron rained down on the Earth. 
Today it is considered certain that the original asteroid measured 
13-65 ft (4-20 m) in diameter before it exploded, and weighed at 
least 250 tons (113 000 kg). 


The Twannberg strewn field, together with those in Morasko 
(Poland) or Muonionalusta (northern Sweden), is one of the 
largest and most important iron strewn fields in Europe. In 
Switzerland the Twannberg meteorite is the largest of eight 
known meteorites and the only one from which several fragments 
are known. Twannberg belongs to one of the rarest classes within 
the group of iron meteorites. Only six specimens ofthis iron 
meteorite type, which is characterised by a very low nickel content 
and a high phosphorus content, exist worldwide. 


In May 1984, the farmer's wife Margrit Christen found a 
conspicuously heavy stone while plowing a field, and with it 
the first fragment ofthe Twannberg meteorite. This discovery 
sparked a veritable "Twannberg treasure bunt in the following 
years. 


The piece presented here is of very fine quality. Its graceful 
shape, its size as well as the stability and consistency of the iron 
(many Twannberg meteorites are in rather poor condition and 
badly rusted, after 200 000 years in the ground) make this item a 
reminder of the most important Swiss meteorite find of all time.

During the time that has passed since the launching of the first 
artificial satellite in 1957, astronauts have travelled to the moon, 
probes have explored the solar system, andinstruments in space 
have discovered thousands of planets around other stars. One of 
the tools that made our venture into space finally possible were 
space suits. 


Sokol (Russian for 'falcon') is a space suit designed and 
manufactured by the company NPP Zvezda. The Sokol-KV2 
was the third and last generation ofthe series, created in 1980. 
With a weight of about 22 lbs (10 kg), it was designed to ensure 
the survival ofthe astronaut in the event of an accidental 
depressurization ofthe spacecraft and to be worn during the 
critical phases ofthe flight: launch, docking and return to the 
atmosphere. The inner layer of the suit is made of a lightweight 
material called Kapton, able to maintain stability within a wide 
ange of temperatures ranging from -452 °F to +752 °F (-269 °C 
to +400 °C). 


The Sokol suit presented here is in very good, used condition. All 
the parts, including the helmet, tubes and gloves are original to 
the suit. The suit has been fitted with a custom-made base.

Septarian nodules are fossilised mud bubbles or round concre- 
tions found in sedimentary rocks, formed between 50 and 70 mil- 
lion years ago. Septarian is classed as a rock and not as a mineral. 
Concretions are hard solid masses formed by the accumulation 
of matter with sediment. Scientists do not agree on the details 
and specifics of their formation, but there are several theories. 
Oneis that they formed as aresult of dehydration and shrinkage 
of clay, gel or organic cores within sedimentary pockets. Others 
believe there was an expansion of gases produced by the decay 
of organic matter that fractured material within sedimentary 
pockets. Another theory suggests that an earthquake compacti- 
on or other geologic forces fractured material within sedimentary 
pockets. 


Whatever the cause, the sedimentary material fractured and 
mineral-rich fluids filled the spaces between the breaks, allowing 
calcite, siderite, pyrite and other minerals to crystallise in the 
open areas within the cavity. It is almost like the Japanese Kintsugi 
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repair method for ceramics, in which pulverised gold powder is 
inserted into the cracks of a broken object to make it relive again 
ina mesmerizing fashion. 


This fabulous example shows two almost identical septarian 
nodules, two concretions of rock, formed into egg-shaped natural 
sculptures and mounted on elegant plain metal stands. The sur- 
face is cracked open, evoking a mystical feeling. The colour scale 
is fabulous with its greyish, earth-tone and sand-coloured areas 
creating a soothing atmosphere. The combination of minerals 
makes for an interesting contrast in texture as well as colour. 


This is a beautiful and special addition to a collection of geological 
curiosities for any treasure hunter.

So-called 'oriented' meteorites are formed when a meteorite 
does not topple over or begin to tumble on its fiery journey 
through the earth's atmosphere. This often results in a meteorite 
ofarather strange shape. 


Chondrites were formed 4.5 billion years ago by the 
agglomeration of chondrules (silicate spheres embedded in 

a fine-grained groundmass) and dust in the solar nebula and 
are thus the oldest rocks in the solar system, much older than 
our Earth. Their composition corresponds to the chemical 
composition of the original solar nebula, with the exception of 
some elements and noble gases. 


This anvil-shaped meteorite has a wonderful presence and is in 
very good condition. The cut on the base was made to perform a 
scientific analysis ofthe meteorite.

The Baltic region is home to the largest known deposit of amber, 
called Baltic amber or succinite. It was produced sometime during 
the Eocene epoch, but exactly when is a matter of debate. It has 
been estimated that these ancient forests created more than 100 
000 tons of amber. Today, more than 90% of the world's amber 
comes from Kaliningrad Oblast of Russia. Numerous extinct 
genera and species of plants and animals have been discovered 
and scientifically described from inclusions in Baltic amber. 


Presented here are seven pieces of very well-preserved pieces 
of genuine gem quality Baltic Amber containing different fossil 
insects. With an estimated age of 50-60 million years, these 
insects could even be from the same era as TRX-293 Trinity, 
the T. rex highlight of this auction.

This glove is part of a Sokol space suit, which was used for 
a space mission on the ISS by seasoned cosmonaut Anton 
Shkaplerov This kind of suit is used by all flying on the Soyuz 
spacecraft, was introduced in 1973, and is used to this day. 


This original right-handed glove of a Sokol suit is made of 
white nylon, black leather and rubber, and is held in place 
with a blue metallic ring closure. It was worn by Shklaperol 
on his fourth space flight, when he piloted movie director 
Klim Shipenko and actress Yulia Peresild to the ISS, where 
they stayed for twelve days to do a film shoot. This was 
actually the first time ever that a part of a feature film was 
shotin space. 


The director Klim Shipenko commented on the difficulties 
of such a task in an interview in 2021: ,..| knew | couldn't 4 
bring any other actors up there other than Yulia, so | had to 

come up with a script that works with cosmonauts playing 

themselves. Anton Shkaplerov, for instance, was helping me 

with basically anything | asked him to help me with, such as 

set designing, because space modules needed to be freed 

up of some equipment for me to be able to fly through 

them, or because it would look better if it was rearranged a 

little bit. So, he was helping me with all ofthat along with the 

other cosmonauts’. 


Shkaplerov stayed much longer: the certificate of 
authenticity states that the glove was worn during take-off 
and landing with the Soyuz MS-19, thus spending 165 days

On the Apollo 14 mission in 1971, 
he walked on the moon and became the first person to actually 
hit a golf ball there — out of one of the universe's largest bunkers, 
one-handed. 


The golf ball presented here is personally signed by Alan Shepard. 
‘Straight as a die, one more ... miles and miles and miles...’ were 
the words uttered by the jubilant astronaut as his ball sailed out of 
view, swallowed by the infinite blackness of space.

Portrayed by 
Michael Keaton, Batman used his jet-propelled, heavily armoured 
Batmobile to speed through the streets of Gotham City in pursuit 
of criminals. 


Conceptual illustrator Julian Caldow and production designer 
Anton Furst designed the Batmobile, Batwing and assorted bat- 
gadgets that were later constructed by prop builder John Evans. 
On designing the Batmobile, Furst explained, ‚We looked at jet 
aircraft components, we looked at war machines, we looked at 

all sorts of things. In the end, we went into pure expressionism, 
taking the Salt Flat Racers of the 50s and the Sting Ray macho 
machines of the 505. The car was finally built upon a Chevrolet 
Impala when previous attempts with a Jaguar and a Ford Mustang 
failed. 


This hollow production-used maquette is a single large piece of 
moulded fibreglass, with a smoothed exterior and painted black. 
A maquette is used by animators and directors to visualise their 
two-dimensional character and vehicle sketches in a three- 
dimensional manner.

GIANT APATOSAURUS VERTEBRA

The plant-eating Apotosaurus belongs to the family of diplodocid 
sauropod dinosaurs, who roamed the earth in North America during 
the Late Jurassic period. The name means ‘deceptive lizard’, so-called 
because the chevron bones are like those of Mosasaurus (Greek 
'apatelos' of 'apatelios' meaning ‘deceptive’, and 'saurus' meaning 
у lizard). This dinosaur had an average length of 69-75 Ya ft (23-21 m) 

KA T and an average weight of 16.4—22.4 tonnes. Othniel Charles Marsh, 
an American palaeontologist, was the first to describe this species in 
1877. He named the first-known species Apotosaurus ajax. Fossils of 
Apotosauruses were found in the western parts of America such as in 
Colorado, Wyoming, Oklahoma and Utah. 


The cervical vertebrae of the Apotosaurus are less elongated and 
more heavily constructed than those of the Diplodocus, indicating 
that they were probably a more robust animal. Its tail was held above 
ground during normal locomotion, and like that of other diplodocids 

it might have been used as a whip to create loud noises or even as 

a sensory organ. Recent studies suggest that certain members of 

the Diplodocidae family could even whip their tails so forcefully as to 
produce a noise that would have been loud enough to shatter a human 
eardrum or scare away a hungry predator. The tail consists of 82 
vertebrae. 


Isolated sauropod tail vertebrae, like the giant fossil presented here, 
are seldom preserved intact and without distortion. We are pleased 
to present this wonderful Apatosaurus vertebra in fantastic condition, 
with almost no restorations.

Diplodocus belongs to the genus of diplodocid sauropod 
dinosaurs whose fossils were first discovered in the year 1878 in 
Bluff, Wyoming (USA) by the scientist S.W. Williston. The generic 
name derives from the Greek double, because of the double- 
beamed chevron bones found in the underside of its tail, which 
were then considered unique. 


These huge vegetarian dinosaurs lived during the Late Jurassic 
period on the western plains of North America. Diplodocus had a 
long neck, which it used to reach high and low vegetation with its 
peg-like teeth, as well as to drink water. It also had a long whip-like 
tail of up to almost eighty caudal vertebrae. The fore limbs were 
slightly shorter than the hind limbs, so the posture ofthe body 
was almost horizontal and it looked similar to a suspension bridge. 
Diplodocus could be upto 88 1/2 ft (27 m) long, the neck being 

19 3/4 ft (6 m) in length alone. For many years it was the longest 
dinosaur known. The skull was rather small in comparison to the 
body. Diplodocus skeletons are among the longest dinosaur 
skeletons ever found. 


The Diplodocus bone presented here is in very good original 
condition and shows almost no restorations.

This pterosaur could reach a wingspan of up to 6 ft (1.8 m) and had a long, straight tail about 8 in (20 cm) long that ended 

in a diamond-shaped rudder. This was probably used for steering during flight. Rhamphorhynchus is the ‘type species' and 
thus one of the best-known representatives of the Rhamphorhynchinae. It had along, narrow jaw with pointed, forward- 
protruding teeth. The lower jaw was slightly curved upwards in front. The teeth were probably specifically designed to catch 
and hold fish. Some fossil finds still show imprints of fish scales and bones in the area of the stomach. 


One detail about Rhamphorhynchus and its cousins that sets it apart from other fossils of ancient reptiles are the 
spectacularly preserved specimens, often discovered at the Solnhofen fossil beds in Germany. Some of this pterosaur's 
remains are so complete that they display not only its very detailed bone structure, but the outlines of its internal organs 
as well. The only creature to have left comparably intact remains was another Solnhofen discovery, Archaeopteryx — which, 
unlike Rhamphorhynchus, was technically a dinosaur that occupied a place on the evolutionary line leading to the first 
prehistoric birds. 


The original discovery and classification of Rhamphorhynchus is a case study in well-meaning confusion. After 
it was unearthed in 1825, this pterosaur was classified as a species of Pterodactylus, which at the time was also 
known by the now-discarded genus name Ornithocephalus ('bird head'). Twenty years later, Ornithocephalus 
reverted to Pterodactylus, and in 1861 the famous British naturalist Richard Owen promoted P. muensteri to the 
genus Rhamphorhynchus. 


Presented here is an exceptional specimen of a Ramphorhynchus, in an attractive stone slab. The large amount 
of original bone material and the overall quality of preparation makes this example a fossil treat to behold.

The Moon's desolate beauty has been a source of fascination and 
curiosity throughout history and has inspired a rich cultural and 
symbolic tradition. It makes Earth more liveable by moderating our 
home planet's movement on its axis, leading to a relatively stable 
climate. It also causes tides, creating a rhythm that has guided 
humans and animals for thousands of years. 


When asteroids strike the lunar surface, chunks of the Moon 
are launched into space. After thousands of years and a journey 
through our Milky Way galaxy, on very rare occasions these 
specimens find their way onto earth. Less than 0.196 of all 
meteorites recovered are lunar in origin, and less than 330 lbs 
(150 kg) of meteorites originating from the Moon are known to 
exist. 


We know these meteorites are from the Moon because they have 
elemental and isotopic compositions that are a match to the 
samples that have been measured by orbiting spacecraft, surface 
landers and rovers. 


The fine fragmental breccia of NWA 11788 and its dark grey- 
coloured matrix make this moon meteorite somewhat different 
from many of the other Lunar Feldspathic Breccias which often 
consist of larger clasts. 


NWA 11788 has a dark grey matrix with 
white clasts of feldspar. There is a small 
amount of vesiculation throughout, an 
indication of its high level of shock. 
Some metal grains are seen when it 

is cut.

Ammonites are an extinct group of cephalopods that were very 
rich in form. There are 1500 known genera of ammonites. Thanks 
to their variety of forms ammonites are a popular collector's item. 
Their shell — rolled up in the manner of a logarithmic spiral — recalls 
а snail, but this is not the case with all ammonites. The species 
Crioceras Nolani has a flat, spiral shell, where no coil is in contact 
with the other. 


Why the shape developed in this way is unknown. Possibly this 
Species lived in the benthic zone at the lowest level of the sea, 

So there was no need for a shell suitable for swimming. The 
Spines decorating the animal's shell served as protection for the 
ammonite, which was either sedentary or could only move slowly 
onthe sea floor.

This fossil wood example from the southwestern US state 

of Arizona is of astonishing beauty. In 1988 the Arizona state 
legislature designated the petrified wood of Araucarioxylon 
arizonicum, a prehistoric conifer, as an Arizona state fossil. Arizona 
is famous for its vast petrified forest, part of which lies within the 
bounds of the Petrified Forest National Park. 


During the Late Triassic period, approximately 225 million years 
ago, Northern Arizona had a tropical climate that supported a 

vast forest of conifer trees. The majority of the trees were of the 
species Araucarioxylon arizonicum, which grew up to 200 feet (61 
m) tall with a trunk up to 5 feet (1.5 m) thick. It likely would have 
resembled a modern pine tree. Occasionally fallen trees would 
become buried in sediment and volcanic ash. Due to its rapid 
burial and the lack of oxygen, the wood did not decay as it would if 
it had remained on the surface. Silica and other minerals present 
in the ground water seeped into the porous wood over many 
years. This caused the cellular structure of the wood to become 
crystallised and turned it into a fossil. 


The rainbow coloration with vibrant hues of reds, yellows and 
purples is typical for petrified fossils from Arizona. It is made up of 
almost solid quartz, like a giant crystal, and sparkles in the sunlight 
as if it were covered with glitter. The rainbow colours are produced 
by impurities in the quartz, such as iron, arbon or manganese. 
Purple amethyst, yellow citrine, clear quartz and smoky quartz 
have formed here into a wonderful piece of natural art.

Eurhinosaurus (ancient Greek for 'well-nosed lizard') is an extinct medium-sized ichthyosaur genus of the 
Lower Jurassic (Toarcian) period of Europe. Eurhinosaurus first appeared in the Lower Toarcian and was 
ast recorded in the Middle Toarcian, i.e. it lived about 180 million years ago. 


Characteristic for the genus Eurhinosaurus is its extreme overbite. The lower jaw is about 6096 shorter 
than the upper jaw. Dr Jürgen Riess (Dresden) assumes that Eurhinosaurus preferred ground-based 
feeding behaviour and that the long upper snout was a sensory organ which it would have used to track 
down its prey in the sediment. The synapomorphies also include the quadratojugal in a posterior position 
and smooth, pointed, narrow teeth. The orbit is remarkably large and round, and is the reason for the 
greatly reduced cheek region. 


The skull presented here is extremely well-preserved. The mandible is almost completely intact with only 
5% restoration. The rostrum is complete at 75%. The back of the skull is also very well preserved, with only 
minor restorations. 


This skull was found in a very hard pyritised nodule in Germany. It took no less than ten months of 
preparation work by two talented palaeontologists to realise this project, resulting in a stunning work of 
natural art. 


This is the largest skull known from this species in the world. We estimate the length of the full animal at

A mammoth was a large Ice Age elephant, a herbivore, that 
roamed the northern latitudes of the early pre-Columbian earth, 
grazing on grass. 


Mammoth teeth, which are about 6 in (15 cm) wide and equally 
long, are the largest in all of the animal kingdom and wonderfully 
adapted to crush woody vegetable matter. One could say that the 
stately mammoth's life story is preserved in its tooth, composed 
of dentine surrounded by enamel, showing a wavy line of dentine 
as unique as a fingerprint. 


Inthe 18th century such teeth were found in Siberia attached to 
frozen mammoth carcasses. In North America as well, beautifully 
preserved skeletons of mammoth were found. Often the bones 
were crushed, but the teeth were hard as rock and survived 

over time. Mammoths died out approximately 10 000 years 

ago. Baron Georges Cuvier (1769-1832) based his theory of 

the phenomenon of mass extinction on catastrophic climate 
changes. Concerning the frozen mammoths found in the Siberian 
permafrost, he considered that abrupt climatic deterioration was 
the crucial agent responsible for both their death as well as their 
preservation.

Ronnie Walter Cunningham was an American astronaut (1932— 
2023), fighter pilot, physicist, entrepreneur and author. He was 
ASAS third civilian astronaut (after Neil Armstrong and Elliot 
See), and the lunar module pilot on the Apollo 7 mission in 1968. 
This Beta cloth emblem was carried on Apollo 7, the longest, 
most ambitious and most successful first manned test flight of 
any new spacecraft until then.

The Gemini astronauts consisted of sixteen pilots, who flew 

in Project Gemini, Nasa's second human spaceflight program, 
between projects Mercury and Apollo. Gemini (latin) means twins; 
and NASA used the name for the Gemini spacecraft program 
because the Gemini capsule would carry two astronauts at a time, 
a senior command pilot and a junior pilot. The Gemini spacecraft 
was used for ten crewed missions. The missions helped NASA 
understand and master the challenges of spacewalking, rendez- 
vous and docking and long-duration spaceflight. 


The Gemini program was the next step towards the Apollo 
program. Among the Gemini astronauts, six later walked the 
Moon, another five flew to the Moon without landing, and two 
participated in low Earth orbit Apollo missions. Gus Grissom and 
Ed White were killed in the Apollo 1 disaster. All Gemini astronauts 
— except for the Mercury Seven astronauts already included — 
were inducted into the U.S. Astronaut Hall of Fame in 1993.

Australia is a continent blessed with some of the best gold in the 
world and the gold nuggets from there are some of the purest, 
averaging above 95 percent pure gold. These nuggets have a 
tremendous amount of character and intricate shapes. The main 
reason is that Australian gold nuggets tend not to be found in 
riverbeds, thus they have escaped the fate of becoming polished 
and river-worn. 


Gold nuggets have been found nationwide in Australia, but were 
particularly abundant in the south-eastern state of Victoria, which 
was also the source of the world's largest nugget, the Welcome 
Stranger. 


Since the first gold rushes in the 1850s, major nuggets have 
always been big news, and they spurred a Victorian gold rush that, 
by 1910, resulted in the discovery of about 1 200 nuggets, each 
weighing more than 21.9 oz (620 g). 


This specimen features the sharp and faceted shapes and high 
purity that make Australian gold a big favourite among collectors 
-and its distinct look makes it a relative of the Latrobe Nugget, 
which is one of the largest clusters of cubic gold crystals in the 
world. 


18th century author Antoine Rivarol summed up the appeal of 
gold better than most in writing: ‚Gold like the sun, which melts 
wax, but hardens clay, expands great souls’.

Orville Wright was an American aviation pioneer who, together 
with his brother Wilbur Wright, invented, built and flew the world's 
first successful motor-operated airplane. 


On 17 December 1903, in Kitty Hawk, North Carolina, they made 
the first controlled, sustained flight with a powered, heavier-than- 
air aircraft with the so-called Wright Flyer. In 1904-1905, the 
Wright brothers developed their flying machine to make longer- 
running and more aerodynamic flights with the Wright Flyer Il, 
followed by the first truly practical fixed-wing aircraft, the Wright 
Flyer Ill. The brothers’ breakthrough was their creation of a three- 
axis control system, which enabled the pilot to steer the aircraft 
effectively and to maintain its equilibrium. 
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Over a hundred years after the flight in Kitty Hawk, NASA named 
the first Martian take-off and landing area for the 2021 Ingenuity 
helicopter ‚Wright Brothers Field‘ Ingenuity arrived on Mars stored 
under the Perseverance rover as part ofthe Mars 2020 mission, 
was flown five times from Wright Brothers Field between April 

19 and May 7, 2021, and was flown away from the field on its fifth 
flight on May 7. The helicopter carried a small piece of wing fabric 
from the 1903 Wright Flyer attached to a cable underneath its 
solar panel. 


This wonderful Orville Wright signed photographic postcard, 
depicts what Smithsonian Magazine called one of the most 
famous photographs ever taken; and is captioned 'First Man- 
Flight, December 17, 1903 / Kitty Hawk, М.С. 


The postcard comes with the original envelope sent in 1950 
by Orville Wright to Ruth Johnson. Both the envelope and the 
postcard show light tears to the margins and small creases.

Eddy Merckx is considered the greatest cyclist of all time, and 
few argue with that assessment. His incredible strength and 
determination earned him the nickname ¡The Cannibal’. He had 
no weaknesses — he was the strongest time trialist and climber 
in the world, and could outsprint all but a few rivals. Although his 
ist of major victories is impressive, it is almost more impressive 
when one considers the records he holds for victories in major 
races. He recorded a staggering 525 victories throughout his 
career, including winning all ive one-day 'Monuments of Cycling' 
(i.e., Milan-San Remo, Tour of Flanders, Paris-Roubaix, Liège- 
Bastogne-Liége, and the Giro di Lombardia). 


Merckx was the first man (and since equalled only by Stephen 
Roche) to win the Tour de France, Giro d'Italia and World 
Professional Road Race in the same year (1974). Only he, Jacques 
Anquetil, Felice Gimondi, Bernard Hinault, and Alberto Contador 
have ever won all three of the grand tours — Tour de France, Giro 
d'Italia, and the Vuelta a Espana, but only Merckx also won at the 
other major tour, the Tour de Suisse. 


He rode the Tour de France only eight times, twice when past his 
prime, and in 1973, because he was so dominant, he was asked by 
Tour organizers not to race because they felt his superiority was 
ruining the Tour.

The emu is the second-tallest living bird after its ratite relative, the 
ostrich. It is endemic to Australia, where it is the largest native bird 
and the only extant member of the genus Dromaius. The emu's 
range covers most of mainland Australia, but the Tasmanian, 
Kangaroo Island and King Island subspecies became extinct after 
the European settlement of Australia in 1788. 


Emus were first reported as having been seen by Europeans when 
explorers visited the western coast of Australia in 1696. This was 
during an expedition led by Dutch captain Willem de Vlamingh 
who was searching for survivors of a ship that had gone missing 
two years earlier. The birds were known on the eastern coast 
before 1788, when the first Europeans settled there. 


Emus are soft-feathered, brown, flightless birds with long necks 
and legs, and can reach up to 6.2 ft (1.9 m) in height. Emus can 
travel great distances, and when necessary can sprint at 30 
mph (48 kph); they forage for a variety of plants and insects, but 
have been known to go for weeks without eating.

This is an exceptional ancient Egyptian wooden sarcophagus 
mask showing the frontal view of an idealised face. Though they 
seldom portrayed a true portrait of the deceased, funerary masks 
were an essential component of the mummy, providing a visual 
representation of the deceased during their journey through the 
afterlife. 


This fine piece depicts the facial features of a young male 
individual. His traits are rendered with great sensitivity, particularly 
his slightly arched eyebrows, slender nose and plump lips set in a 
faint smile. Heavy eyelids shape his solemn eyes which preserve 
some detailing to the dark pupils. The maskis carved from a single 
wood core and overlaid with a thin layer of gesso, a combination 
of chalk and glue often used in woodworking to provide a smooth 
painting surface. In this mask, the fragmentary gesso displays 
exceptional retention of the original pigmentation, with red tones 
used to render the skin, white for eyes, and black for the eye 
contour. 


The maskis in very fine condition with the wood in excellent 
stable condition, and much of the original paint still quite visible. 
There are small cracks and losses overall, consistent with the 
age ofthe mask. Various sockets are arranged on the perimeter, 
some retaining fragments of the wooden pins which would have 
integrated the face in the overall design of the coffin.

Named after the Roman god of war, Mars has long been 
associated with warfare and mysteries. The planet's two moons, 
Phobos and Deimos, were named for two ofthe sons of Ares and 
Aphrodite (the counterparts of Mars and Venus, respectively, in 
Greek mythology). 


A Martian meteorite is a rockthat formed on Mars and was 
ejected with a minimal speed of 3 m/s (5 km/s) from the planet by 
an impact event, for example from an asteroid. It then traversed 
interplanetary space for many hundreds of thousands of years 
before landing on Earth. As of May 2021, only 261 meteorites had 
been classified as Martian, less than half a percent of the over 70 
000 meteorites that have been classified. 


These meteorites are known as Martian because they have 
elemental and isotopic compositions that are similar to rocks 
and atmospheric gases on Mars, which have been measured by 
orbiting spacecraft, surface landers and rovers. 


The majority of SNC meteorites are quite young compared to 
most other meteorites and seem to imply that volcanic activity 
was present on Mars only a few hundred million years ago. The 
young formation ages of Martian meteorites was one ofthe 
early-recognized characteristics that suggested their origin from 
a planetary body such as Mars. 


The Martian specimen presented here is a true giant. At 

a staggering 2 145 grams, itis among the largest Martian 
meteorites ever found on earth and among the ten largest in 
private hands.

Elephant birds, giant ratites native to Madagascar, 
have been extinct since at least the 17th century. 


Marco Polo mentioned hearing stories of very large 
birds during his journey to the Far East in the late 
15th century.

Seirocrinus subangularis is a fossil crinoid species from the Early 
Jurassic. These flower-like animals are distant relatives of sea 
urchins and starfish. They consisted of a stem with a length of 
circa 23 V» —55 V» in (60-90 cm) and a crown that reached a length 
of 8-12 in (20-30 cm). However, there were also larger specimens 
that measured several metres in length. With the long arms of its 
finely branched crown, the crinoids fed on food particles filtered 
from the moving water.

A Twisted Tale of Fantasy and Biology 

The narwhaltuskis not only the exemplary and indispensable item 
that every cabinet of curiosities must contain, but also a prime 
example of how in these curiosities fantasy and biology, myth and 
science become entwined. Like the unique surface structure of 
the tusk, resembling a twisted sheet of cloth, so too is its story 
twisted and contorted. 


This contortion already begins with the tusk being actually one 
extremely enlarged tooth that has more sensory capabilities than 
any inner teeth would have. So what looks to our eyes like a spear 
held threateningly in front of the animal is actually a delicate part 
ofthe very body it supposedly shields. The tooth that is normally 
hidden inside the mouth protrudes here for up to 10 feet (5 m), 
and so the tusk exposes the animal's sensitive body as much as it 
protects it. 


Long have scientists wondered what this tusk is actually used for, 
because observation of the narwhal in its natural habitat has for 
long been so difficult. Spending most of their lives underneath the 


Arctic ice, the narwhal's deployment of his tusk has always been 
obscured from our view. 


nthe Middle Ages it was believed the narwhal horn when ground 
to powder would not only be able to cure disease but also work 

as a potent aphrodisiac. The people ofthe time of course were 

all the more strongly convinced of the miraculous powers of 

this organ since they believed the tusk to be a unicorn's horn. 
arwhal and unicorn - another contortion in which actual animal 
and mythological entity are twisted into one. The fascination for 
the narwhal's tuskis inseparable from the unicorn's history. The 
unicorn, this most famous and most fascinating of all the mythical 
beasts, was first described in early Christianity in the Physiologus 
from Alexandria in the second century AD. From there, the 
unicorn entered the consciousness of the Middle Ages via several 
fundamental texts, including the famous ,Thierbuch' by Conrad 
Gesner. As late as the 16th century, Gesner still used the tooth of 
the narwhal as proof of its existence.

This monolith-shaped specimen originates from one of the 
largest meteorite showers ever documented. It occurred about 
6000 years ago over what is now Argentina after a collision 
between two huge asteroids. The area where the meteorite hit is 
called Campo del Cielo (Spanish for ‚field of the sky’). The velocity 
of the larger meteorite fragments was so high that more than 

20 deep craters were formed. The largest ofthem is as wide as a 
football field in diameter. 
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Parts ofthe meteorite were documented for the first time by 
Spanish explorers in 1576. The individual pieces found since 1576 
weigh from a few milligrams to an astonishing 30 tonnes. 

The example presented here is of the finest quality, showing 

just minor rusting. The presence and radiance of this meteorite 
reminds us of the famous black monolith on the moon in, 2001: А

When it comes to recognizing the world's most famous dinosaurs, 
many agree that second to only T. rexitself is the Triceratops. As 
suggested by its name, which means 'three-horned face‘, this 
iconic dinosaur possessed three imposing horns which consisted 
oftwo large brow horns and a smaller nasal horn. It had a large 
bony frill and a powerful four-legged body up to 30 ft (9 m) in 
length and 10 ft (5 m) in height. 


Its enormous stature and horns allowed it to effectively defend 
itself against predators, most prominently Tyrannosaurus rex. 
Triceratops and T. rex both lived in what is now North America 
during the same period, and so these two creatures were 
significant rivals who would likely often have aggressive, head-on 
encounters. 


Renowned palaeontologist Bob Bakker said of the imagined rivalry 
between Tyrannosaurus and Triceratops, 'No match-up between 
predator and prey has ever been more dramatic. It's somehow 
fitting that those two massive antagonists lived out their co- 
evolutionary belligerence through the very last days of the very 
ast epoch of the Age of Dinosaurs’. 


This brow horn of a Triceratops is near-complete and excellently 
preserved. Its rugged texture and semi-compressed portions are 
the result of the geological conditions that naturally altered its 
original shape.

The flamboyant Roseate Spoonbill looks like it came 
straight out of a Dr Seuss book with its bright pink 
feathers, red eyes staring out from a partly bald 
greenish head, and giant spoon-shaped bill. It is a 
resident breeder in South and North America, mostly 
east ofthe Andes and in the coastal regions ofthe 
Caribbean, Central America, Mexico and the Gulf Coast 
of America as far north as South Carolina's Myrtle 
Beach. In winter they leave Florida to stay in Chile or 
Argentina. 


The bird feeds on aquatic insects, crustaceans, frogs, 
newts and tiny fish. Like the American flamingo their 
pink color is diet-derived since shrimps, crabs and 
crayfish are their favourite menu and they fill the 
spoonbill with the organic pigments called carotenoids. 


The Roseate Spoonbill presented here was prepared by 
a Swiss taxidermist after its natural demise.

The Baltic region is home to the largest known deposit of amber, 
called Baltic amber or succinite. It was produced sometime during 
the Eocene epoch, but exactly when is a matter of debate.

Ammonites are fossilised shells of extinct cephalopods and are 
equally important for the study of geology and paleontology. 
Thanks to their great variety of forms and unique beauty, they 

are popular collectors’ items. Ammonites were named ,Ammon's 
horns’ after the ancient Egyptian god of life and reproduction, who 
was usually depicted with ram horns. 


The basic shape ofthe calcareous shell ofthe ammonites is a 
conical tube, which is rolled up in the manner of a logarithmic 
spiral to form a so-called plane spiral. Partly, housings developed, 
which unrolled in all spatial directions. The forms called aberrant 
or heteromorphic ammonites were considered for a long time as 
abnormal’, as evolutionary degeneracy. In part, this was even used 
to explain the extinction of ammonites. In more recent research, 
these forms are rather seen as adaptations to the strong sea 
level rises towards the end of the Secondary Era. Ammonites 
populated the seas during a long period, so first forms are already 
known about 400 million years ago. They died out only at the end 
ofthe Creataceous, 65 million years ago, at the same time as the 
dinosaurs. 


There are not enough adjectives to accurately describe this 
wonderful and surreal triptych 

of ammonites. Unlike other varieties of ancient cephalopod, 
heteromorphs do not show the tight coiling structures so 
associated with the classification. This ,alien-looking' Ammonite 
Triptych is partially coiled like a snake or worm around an 
impressive ball of rocky matrix. A rare and unusual fossil to say the 
least. This example is in wonderful condition and exhibits only the 
expected restoration to the spines.

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AUCTION CONDITIONS (CLASSIC AUCTIONS) 


These conditions apply solely to items which are 
auctioned by Koller (according to the definition 
below) live in the saleroom. 


By participating in the auction the bidder 
accepts the following Auction Conditions of 
Koller Auctions Ltd, Hardturmstrasse 102, 8005 
Zurich, Switzerland ("Koller"). 


1. Legal status of the parties 


The auction items are auctioned by Koller in 
the name of and on the account of the seller 
of the auctioned item ("Seller"). Koller acts on 
behalf of and for the account of the Seller as his 
agent as defined in article 32, section 1 of the 
Swiss Code of Obligations ("CO"). The hammer 
price is determined by the bidder recognised by 
Koller as having made the highest bid in Swiss 
Francs in the course of an auction ("Purchaser"), 
resulting in the conclusion of a purchase 
contract between the Seller and the Purchaser 
("Purchase Contract"). Koller is thereby not a 
party to the Purchase Contract. 


2. Surcharge 


2.1 In addition to the bid price, the Purchaser 
must pay a surcharge on such bid price 
calculated as follows: 

i. on a successful bid of up to CHF 10 000: 25% 
ii. NEW: on a successful bid over CHF 10 000 up 
to CHF 400 000: 2596 on the first CHF 10 000 
and 2296 on the difference between CHF 10 000 
andthe bid.

3.5 The claims of the Purchaser against Koller 
as the agent of the Seller under Section 
3.1 are limited to the reimbursement of the 
purchase price and surcharge (incl. VAT) paid 
by the Purchaser. Further or other claims of 
the Purchaser are excluded under any legal 
title (including error according to art. 23 ff. CO) 
whatsoever. 


4. Disclaimer 


4.1 The items are auctioned in the condition 
existing at the time of the successful bid. The 
auctioned items are "used" objects and are 
therefore generally not in pristine condition. 


4.2 Each item in the auction catalogue is listed 
with a description and an ilustration. The 
information in the auction catalogue, as well 
as the condition reports issued by Koller, are

However, Koller cannot accept any 
liability for the details provided in the catalogue.

in the latter case Koller shall also be entitled, 
irrespective of any minimum sales price, to sel 
the item either directly or in an auction, and 
may use the proceeds to reduce the debts of 
the Purchaser.
